Krim and Aids in Council 
to Consider Terms.

PARIS, Aug. 2.—Primo de Rivera, 
the Spanish dictator, offered to make 
peace with Abd-el Krim yesterday. 

At the invitation of the dictator, who 
is acting for the French and Spanish 
governments, Krim sent two envoys 
from Tangier to the Spanish headquar- 
ters at Tetuan to receive the peace 
|terms, and these terms were sent by 
wireless from Tangier to Krim’s capi- 
tal, Adjir, last night. 

Krim is holding a council with his 
principal lieutenants at Adjir today to 
discuss the terms, which are the ones 
drawn up !nsMadrjd last month. 


The Franco-Spanish terms have been 
kept secret. It is known, however, that 
the two governments offer to recognize 
Krim as emir of the independent Rift 
state under the nominal sovereignty of 
Sultan Moulay Youssef at Fez, the Riff 
state remaining a Spanish protectorate 
in name. The French * government 
agrees to give the Riff tribes free access 
to the Ouergha river in the French pro- 
tectorate. 

Likely to Ask Large Sum. 


The two powers do not offer Krim 
money directly, but he will undoubtedly 
demand a large sum. The Spanish 
paid Raisuli, the famous bandit, mil- 
lions of pesetas for Many years to keep 
peace. 

The French government sent Mar- 
shal Petain, who has a great reputa- 
tion in France, to Morocco two weeks 
ago to decide what must be done, an 
upon his return yesterday he con- 
firmed the government’s belief that it 
must either make peace immediately 
or be prepared to send a great many 
more troops to Morocco in addition 
to the 200,000 men there now, and 
begin an extensive drive into the hills 
against Krim, that might last months 
or years. , 

To bend 100,000 French troops this 
time to Morocco would mean mobiliz- 
ing reservists, and the Pafnleve cabinet

JUMPING BAIL. 


Nearly six million dollars of forfeited bail bonds 
remain uncollected in Cook county, 


That is one substantial reason why the law is | 


not feared in this community. Virtually every 
uncollected forfeit represents a faflure of justice, 


an evasion of lawful punishment for offenses 


against the law. 
At the last session of the legislature an attempt 


,| Was made to restore the law making bail forfei- 


ture created a direct lien on the property of the 
signer of the bond. It was the repeal of this law 
in 1919 that has made forfeiture uncollectible, and 
the crime commission urged its restoration after 
thoroughly disclosing the extent of the evil. But 
Lee O'Neil Browne, one of the bosses of the late 


| legislature, defeated a conservative measure and so 
the forfeiture situation remains as it was. 


Mean- 
while Judge David has suggested the adoption by 
the courts of a rule forbidding the setting aside of 
a forfeiture until the defaulter has been taken, 
tried and convicted or acquitted. Certainly such 


a rule should be adopted and enforced. No defend- 
ant should’ be released in bond if he has once 


defaulted: J umping bail is one of the chief meth- 
ods of escaping the clutches of the law and a 


method we ought to be able to remove from the 
technic of professional crime.

MORE ON FURS. 


SHOULD say that eruptions due to 
wearing furs are fairly common com- 
plaints. Two weeks ago an article 
appeared in this column telling about 
Skin diseases due to wearing furs, and 
asking for reports of cases. One editor 
of a fur trade paper replied, saying 
that the dyes now used are pure and 
can in no way cause any infection. In 
his experience, extending over a great 
many years, he had never known any 


lone to become infected by wearing furs. 


Twenty people wrote in telling of cases 
of skin disease due to wearing furs. 
Most of them told of their own experi- 
ences; several told of knowledge of other 
cases besides their own. One physician 
and one other gentleman wrote of see- 
ing a number of cases, but did not 
specify how many. 

The furs charged with causing the 
trouble were given as follows: Hudson 
Seal, one; sable, one; skunk, two; rac- 
coon, one; moleskin, one; Russian pony, 
one; brown marten, one; mink, two; 
black caracul, one: -cony fur, one; 
beaver, one; black fox, two; plucked 
beaver, one; dyed wallaby, one: black 
marten, two; brown fox, one; black fur, 
kind not known, one; all furs, two. 
These names may not be correct ; I give 
them as they are given in the letters... 
Furs go under more than one alias. 

~~ 


One writer told of cases of dermatitis 
probably due to insect powders used in 
furs when they were put away. He said 
that sodium fluoride is used for the 
purpose, and it causes dermatitis. An- 
othér insect remedy used on furs and 
capable of causing dermatitis is a solu- 
tion of paradichlorbenzene in benzo! and 
paraffin oil. The fumes of this solution 
also cause other very unpleasant symp- 
toms. 

Fourteen reported only their own ex- 
periences; two related experiences only 
with others; four reported their own 
experiences and told of two or more 
others also affected. One woman re- 
called having been poisoned by three 
coats; once, with a brown marten, “ and 
twice since with mink.” It is probable 
that most of the cases were caused by 
dyes used on the furs, though in three 
there was a rather plain historv of 
asthma, bronchitis, or other trouble due 
to dandruff’and hair. Two wrote, “ All 
furs irritate.” One woman wrote that, 
in addition to a dermatitis due. to mole- 
skin, two of her daughters had suffered 
from fur asthma, and that all members 
of her family were susceptible to dan- 
druff and hair asthma. She also said. 
“All furs irritate my skin.” Another 
wrote about her dermatitis, and added 
some reference to a child that was sub- 
ject to fur asthma, to a case of hay

THE HORSE HOLDS HIS OWN. 


Chicago, July 28.—Arthur Evans’ arti- 
cles are interesting. _He erred, however, 
in giving the impression that there has 
been a great decrease in the use of horses 
and mules on farms. 

There has been some decrease in tctal 
numbers, but this has been of no special 
consequence, for we have always had 
more. horses and mules than we could 
use. Breeding increased in 1923 and fig- 
ures compiled from 26,000 crop reporters 
by the department of agriculture, pub- 
lished in April Crops and Markets, 
show that approximately 33 per cent 
more foals of 1924 existed than yearlings 
(foals of 1923). This shows breeding is 


, increasing. 


The department of agriculture reports 
show that the total horse power used an- 
nually on farms amounts to nearly 16 
billion horse power hours and the anual 
cost amounts to nearly 3 billion collars. 

A little over 70 per cent of the power 
used on farms is for draft work—plow- 
ing, listing, fitting ground, plantinir, cul- 
tivating, harvesting, haying, field Faul- 
ing, road hauling, and miscellaneous 
draft work. The other 30 per. cent of 
power used on farms is in stationary 
work, such as thrashing, pumping (irri- 
gation, drainage), pumping (domestic), 
operating electric plants, grinding or 
shredding seed, baling hay, sawing, shell- 
ing corn, cutting silage, and miscella- 
neous stationary power work.
